3, wherein the liquid or paste rubber is silicone rubber. 

Claim 5 (Previously presented): A process for producing fitai-integrated gasket according to claim 
4» wherein the silicpne rubber is an addition reaction type silicone rubber, 
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Claim 6 (Previously presented); A process for producing film-integrated gasket according to claim 
3, wherein the rubber layer is a rubber layer having a Dure A hardness of 70 or less. 

Claim 7 (Previously presented): A process for producitig film-integrated gasket according to claim 
3, wherein the rubber layer is a rubber layer having a Dure A hardness of about ICaboutabout 40. 

Claim 8 (Previously presented); A process for producing film-integrated gasket according to claim 
2 1 , wherein the gasket is used as a thin sealing element. 

Claim 9 (Previously presented): A process for producing film-integrated gasket according to claim 
8 for use in a fiiel cell, a secondary battery or a condenser.
